Any person who is the sole head 
of a family, or any male over 15 
years old, may homestead a quater 
section of available Dominion land 
in Manitoba, Saskatchewan or Alber- 
ta. The applicant must appear in 
person at the Dominion Lands Agen- 
cy or Sub-agency for the district. 
Entry by proxy maybe made at any 
agency, on certain conditions, by 
father, mother, son, daughter, broth- 
er or sister of intending homesteader. 

Duties.—Six months’ residence up- 
on and cultivation of the land in 
each of three years. A homesteader 
may live within nine miles of his 
homestead on a farm of at least 80 
acres, Solely owned and occupied by 
him or by his father, mother, son, 
daughter, brother or sister. 

In certain districts a homesteader 
in good standing may pre-empt a 
quarter-section alongside his home- 
stead. Price $3.00 per acre. 

Duties.—Must reside upon th 
homestead or pre-emption six month: 
in each of six years from date ol 
homestead entry (including the time 
required to earn homestead patent) 
and cultivate fifty acres extra. 

A homesteader who has exhausted 
his homestead right and cannot ob 
tain a pre-emption may enter for a 
purchased homestead in certain dis 
tricts. Price $3.00 per acre. Duties 
—Must reside six months in each o' 
three years, cultivate fifty acres and 
erect a house worth $300.00.

C.P.R. Introduces an Innovation in 
Canada on Line Between Winnipeg 
and Vancuuver. 


Winnipeg, May 28.—Anrouncement 
was made this morning of the new 
C.P.R. time ecard, which will go 
into effect June 2nd. While the ser- 
vice introduces a number of alter- 
ations in the present schedule, the 
most noticeable is that in connection 
with the Imperial Limited, both east 
and west-bound. 

After June 2nd the Imperial Lim- 
ited between Winnipeg and Vancouv- 
er will consist of sleeping coaches 
only. This means that passengers 
wishing to travel in coaches to plac- 
es between these two points on the 
night train will have to go on No. 
61, west-bound, which will leave 
Winnipeg at 10 p.m., one hour ahead 
of the Imperial Limited.

The 
grist of The Post’s news through 
December, January and February is 
riven in ‘The Post’s headings on Ieb- 
ruary 3, when it said; ‘Reports of 
Sudden Crop Calamity in West Un- 
true.’” In that issue the Post said: 

“In other words, as the Post. 
has before stated, the West has al- 
ready marketed a very large crop 
and the part tu which damage is 
being done now is practically the 
surplus portion. Taking the West 
as a whole, whatever is saved now 
is clear gain, although, of courso, 
when individuats are considered, 
some growers will sustain heavy 
losses where they hoped for — pro- 
fits.” 

On Feb. 10 The Post stated that 
‘the present situation does not war- 
rant the present calamity talk.’”) In 
that issue the Post stated that 
newspaper stories that thirty mil- 
tion bushels of wheat were frozen 
and that thousands of cars — were 
blocked on western lines, were ‘‘much 
overdrawn.” 

Later in February, The Post denied 
that collections from Western Cana- 
da were much worse than in- other 
parts of the country, and this view 
was abundantly corroborated — later. 
In’ February also The Post took 
issue with Mr. ‘R. W. Babson’s state- 
ment which forecast a “great crash’’ 
n Western Canada within two years. 
Che Post in that issue pointed out 
the dangers in the Canadian | situ- 
ation, but added that if Canada is 
reasonably careful. the danger need 
not be serious. In its March 2 issue 
The Post summed up its conclusions 
on Canadian conditions by — saying 
hat ‘‘Bankers:and others close to 
the pulse of the nation see no real 
langer ahead. So far as Canada_ is 
‘oncerned, conservatism is all that is 
necessary to assure continued — pros- 
verity.” ; 

The Post took this position 
through the year in contrast with 
vften-reiterated stories from the West 
as to the great seriousness of the 
Western crop damage, and its prob- 
ible grave effects on the country in 
reneral. The Post’s attitude did not, 
perhaps, make such good news, but it 
did give the business men and inves- 
tors of the country a much more ac- 
curate idea as to the actual status 
in the West.

Train Mangles Man Sitting 
On Edge of Ties 


Samuel Woodruff Brought in Dead on 
C.P.R. Calgary-Stratheona  Bag- 
gage Car. 


The Edmonton Journal of Wednes- 
Yay last, says: 

A man about 36 years of age, who 
is believed to be Samuel Woodruff, a 
resident. of Red Deer, was struek by 
the incoming C.P.R. train fram Cal- 
gary, which was due to arrive -at the 
depot at ten o'clock Tuesday night, 
and was instantly killed. It is stat- 
ed that he was struck about two 
miles south of the old Strathcona 


depot. 
The man’s head and body were 
crushed so badly that they were al- 


most unrecognisable, the — entire 
length ot the train passing over his 
body. It appears that the man was 
sitting on the ties outside the rails 
and had apparently taken some liq- 
uor. This theory is borne out by 
the fact that fragments of a whisky 
bottle were found in) the man’s 
pocket. He was seated on the fire- 
man's side of the cab, and when he 
Was oscen it was too late to bring 
the train to a standstill. 

It was stated by passengers that 
the first intimation they had of the 
fatalitv. was the grinding of the 
emergency brakes which resulted in 
the sudden stop of the train, and it 
thought by them that the train 
must have backed up more than half 
a mile to the spot where the body 
was lying. 

The mutilated corpse was placed 
in a haggave car and was immediate- 
Ivy sent to the depot, from where it 
was afterwards transferred to Wain- 
wright'’s undertaking parlors. The 
man's identity is not absolutely cer- 
tain, but according to papers found 
in the clothing his name Samuel 
Woodruff and he is supposed to be a 
contracting painter. He was attired 
ina dark green suit and a light cap ;7 
he has dark. hair, also a dark mous- 
tarvhe. 

It was indicated by papers found 
on the body that: Woodruff had prob- 
ably been on the south side for sev- 
eral days, for letterheads of — the 
Capital hotel, also receipts to the 
effect that he had purchased — goods 
from the Douglas Brothers’ store on 
the 25th was found on him. A small 
amount of money was also discover- 
ed,

of his office at the city hall Tuesday 
of lust week.

T. Baines, the newly 
appointed information officer, he 
was led staggering into the latter’s 
oltice, where he fell into a chair.

With reference to the Section to 
which you refer, namely, Section 
170, you will notice that it refers 
only to eases in which in this Act it 
is provided that the Council may 
license any business, that is, this 
Section simply refers to the licensing 
power granted in Section 163.

This appears to be an_ entirely 
different interpretation of the clauses 
referred to than that of our own 
financial committee, and will again 
complicate matters as it is proposed 
to’ adopt a floor space schedule of 
license for all classes of business. 

At the present stage it looks as 
though the government has not com- 
pleted its work until it sends a man 
qualified to answer questions on the 
new system to each municipality, 
blindly groping in the dark, — of 
which there are not a few.
